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CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT 


The  past  year  has  been  mainly  one  of  consolidation  maintaining 
and  improving  on  existing  programmes. 

Plans  have  been  completed  to  re-develop  the  School's  workshop  for 
Design  and  Technology  and  to  provide  increased  and  better  lighting 
in  all  classrooms  which  is  so  essential  to  the  continuation  of 
our  low-vision  programme. 

I must  express  our  grateful  thanks  for  the  enormous  help  we  are 
receiving  from  Dr.  K.C.  Chow  under  whose  guidance  improved 
opthalmic  services  have  been  provided  for  the  students  and  he  is 
engaged  in  training  a group  of  optometrists  in  Low  Vision  Optics. 

The  cost  of  obtaining  professional  guidance  from  international 
sources  is  extremely  high  but  we  are  pursuing  the  possibility  of 
such  assistance  provided  the  overall  cost  is  justified. 

We  presently  have  25  students  enrolled  in  the  integrated  programme 
which  is  continuing  successfully  and  3 resource  teachers  supervise 
the  programme.  We  still  have  problems  in  the  area  of  braille  product- 
ion but  in  October  1982  it  is  anticipated  that  computer  produced 
braille  will  be  available  and  hopefully  the  situation  will 
gradually  improve. 

In  October  1981  the  responsibility  for  the  Boarding  Section  of  the 
School  and  the  Pokfulam  Training  Centre  was  transferred  from  the 
Social  Welfare  Department  to  the  Education  Department.  Although 
the  full  implications  of  the  change  are  not  yet  clear  it  would 
appear  to  be  beneficial  in  the  main  to  our  work. 

I thank  many  organisations  for  their  active  support  and  donations 
to  assist  us  in  our  various  work  and  in  particular,  I record  our 
heart-felt  thanks  to  the  American  Women's  Association,  the  Hong 
Kong  Women's  Corona  Society  and  the  Kiwanis  Club  who  continue  to 
assist  especially  with  our  non-subsidized  programmes. 

The  work  at  the  School  could  not  continue  without  the  leadership  of 
our  Director,  Mr.  K.  J,  Marshall,  and  his  staff  and  I record  my 
thanks  to  them  for  their  hard  work  during  the  past  year  and  also 
to  those  of  my  Executive  Committee  who  give  so  much  of  their 
valuable  free  time.

Although  many 
special  schools  are  losing  a high  proportion  of  their  staff  our 
turn-over  is  very  low  in  comparison.

To  the  Director  and  all  his  staff  my  sincere  thanks  for  their 
work  throughout  the  year.

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HON.  TREASURER'S  REPORT 

The  fiscal  year  of  1981-82  ended  with  a small  surplus  on  the  general 
fund  account.  The  major  source  of  funding  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Education  Department  who,  since  the  1st  October,  1981  have 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  boarding  sections  of  the  School 
and  the  Pokfulam  Training  Centre  with  a corresponding  drop  in 
revenue  from  the  Social  Welfare  Department.  Although  we  welcome  this 
new  level  of  support  from  the  Government  there  are  still  many 
outstanding  problems  concerning  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Code 
of  Aid  for  Special  Schools  and  our  financial  position  will  not  be 
clarified  until  they  are  resolved.. 

The  generous  support  from  the  Hildesheimer  Blindenmission  continues 
coupled  with  similar  support  from  the  Community  Chest,  the  Royal 
Hong  Kong  Jockey  Club,  the  Social  Welfare  Department  and  the  growing 
support  of  many  organizations  and  individuals  for  special  projects 
not  normally  funded  from  traditional  sources.  Our  next  major  project 
will  be  the  extension  of  our  dormitory  accommodation  in  the  Pokfulam 
raining  Centre  and  I hope  that  we  will  receive  the  necessary  level 
° supP°rt  from  all  concerned  for  this  development.

Undoubtedly,  the  many  new  electronic  devices  recently  invented 
and  developed  for  the  visually  handicapped  will  play  an  increas- 
ingly important  role  during  the  coming  years.  We  have  already 
purchased  a pair  of  electronic  spectacles  for  mobility  training 
and  the  planned  purchase  of  a Versa  Braille  Machine  will  enable 
our  students  to  develop  far  more  efficient  and  versatile  methods 
of  Braille  storage  and  production.  The  development  of  computer 
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produced  Braille  due  in  October  this  year  heralds  another 
development  which  must  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  Braille  user 
With  the  encouraging  new3  of  the  Chinese  University's  venture 
into  the  training  of  visually  handicapped  computer  programmers 
new  employment  opportunities  become  available.  The  development 
of  our  Low  Vision  programme  continues  with  the  development  of 
the  classroom  lighting  system  during  the  coming  summer  recess. 


The  training  of  personnel  for  a Low  Vision  Clinic  will  take 
place  this  year  while  we  are  working  in  close  conjunction  with 
the  Hong  Kong  Society  for  the  Blind  with  experimental  work 
being  carried  out  now  at  the  temporary  clinic  at  Ebenezor. 


Recently  many  requests  have  been  received  from  other  Asian 
areas  regarding  the  training  of  their  staff  in  such  areas  as 
Low  Vision,  Optacon  Training  and  Mobility  and  Orientation. 

After  a successful  course  in  Low  Vision  last  year  we  are  holding 
an  Optacon  Training  Course  this  summer  with  the  possibility  at 
two  overseas  participants  from  Manila  and  Singapore.  At  the 
request  of  the  Royal  Commonwealth  Society  for  the  Blind  I have 
been  asked  to  carry  out  another  Low  Vision  Course  in  the  not 
too  distant  future  but  details  have  not  yet  been  worked  out. 


The  Pokfulam  Training  Centre  is  urgently  in  need  oi  additional 
accommodation  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  expanding  numbers.  We 
hope  to  build  an  extension  wing  to  provide  additional 
accommodation  for  20  - 2H  children.  This  is  presently  scheduled 
for  1983.

LOW  VISION  TRAINING 
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Report  for  the  year  1961  to  1982 

There  are  a total  of  twenty-five  children  having  Low  Vision  Training  . 
Twenty-one  of  them  are  already  in  the  reading  programme  and  are 
having  training.  The  remaining  three  children  are  in  the  Kindergarten 
and  they  are  having  3ome  basic  training  with  their  teacher,  Miss  Lun. 
All  the  children  are  screened  at  least  twice  per  year  by  our 
ophthalmologist.  He  is  also  consulted  on  other  aspects  that  concern 
the  eye  e.g.  prescription  of  spectacles,  low  vision  aids,  eye  care 
etc.  Starting  from  May  an  optometrist  is  coming  once  a week  to 
screen  the  children. 

Lower  Primary  Classes  (P.l  to  P-3) 


All  low  vision  children  in  these  classes  are  using  sighted  media  for 
learning  in  the  classroom.  The  teachers  have  adopted  the  activity 
approach  in  their  teaching  which  has  been  found  to  facilitate  the 
children'3  learning. 

Five  of  these  children  are  making  very  considerable  progress,  so 
that  when  they  are  promoted  to  P.4  next  school  year,  will  be  able 
to  work  independently..  The  rest  of  the  children,  with  the  exception 
of  one  child,  are  making  steady  progress.  The  child  who  is  making 
slow  progress  is  a young  child  with  poor  vision.  He  is  having  special 
training  with  darklight  and  the  visualtek. 

A re-assessment  of  all  these  children  has  been  made  around  Christmas 
time  last  year.  Supplementary  training  has  been  recommended  for 
individual  children  mainly  visual  skills  involved  in:  hand-eye 
co-ordination;  2 dimensional  perception  and  perception  of  body 
movement  and  facial  expressions. 

Primary  4 


There  are  two  low  vision  children  in  this  class.  They  have  been 
working  quite  independently  this  year.  Help  has  been  offered  in 
choosing  the  appropriate  magnifier  for  reading  small  print  and 
counselling  for  the  teachers  involved.  They  are  both  doing  very 
well . 

Higher  Primary  Classes  to  Secondary  School  (P.5  to  F.3) 

There  are  one  or  two  students  from  every  class  to  make  up  a total 
of  nine.  All  these  students  are  braille  readers  and  they  have 
individual  low  vision  training.  Their  period  of  low  vision  training 
differs  from  a few  months  to  approximately  three  years.  It  was 
found  that,  the  earlier  the  training  begins,  the  easier  the  child 
will  be  able  to  learn 

Three  of  them,  with  super  effort  and  ability,  are  making  good  progress 
in  reading  and  writing  both  Chinese  and  English  languages.  Three  of 
them  are  making  steady  progress  as  they  have  poorer  vision  and  more 
difficulties,  especially  in  writing.  The  remaining  three  students 
are  making  slow  progress.  They  have  poor  residual  vision  accompanied 
by  many  other  difficulties. 

Conclusion 


Children  who  started  their  training  when  they  are  very  young  will  be 
expected  to  be  able  to  use  print  as  the  media  of  communication  with 
the  help  of  necessary  equipment  and  facilities  such  as  magnifiers,  low 
vision  aids,  close  circuit  television,  etc.  Attention  must  also  be 
paid  to  environment  factors  that  will  affect  visual  efficiency  such 
as  lighting,  glare,  paper,  print,  etc.  There  are  also  exceptions 
where  children  with  very  poor  residual  vision  will  be  able  to  use  it 
with  efficiency  in  mobility,  object  perception  and  looking  at  simple 
figures  only.

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ORIENTATION/MOBILITY  TRAINING 


The  Mobility  Specialist-Training  Course  at  the  Royal  Guide  Dogs 
for  the  Blind  Associations  of  Australia  finished  at  the  end  of 
October,  1981.  The  instructor  then  participated  in  a 9-week 
Sonicguide  Instructor  Training  Course. 

It  has  been  a most  beneficial  year.  Besides  theoretical  studies 
and  a practicum,  the  instructor  was  placed  in  2 schools  and  3 
agencies  for  the  Blind  during  the  internship  period.  They  were:- 
St.  Paul's  School  for  the  Blind;  Burwood  School  for  the  Blind; 

Royal  Victorian  Institute  for  the  Blind;  Association  for  the  Blind, 
Kooyong , Illawarra  Community  Centre,  Geolong.  The  idea  was  to 
provide  the  instructor  experience  in  as  wide  a spectrum  as  possible 
with  respect  to  different  modes  of  service  delivery  and  administrat- 
ion . 

For  his  Professional  Paper,  the  instructor  has  chosen  the  subject 
on  Auditory  Localization. 

The  purchase  of  the  Sonicguide  will  certainly  mark  a new  era  in 
mobility  training  at  Ebenezer.  The  instructor  has  been  evaluating 
its  use  both  as  a teaching  and  as  a mobility  and  in  the  local 
environment . 

Besides,  traditional  orientation/mobility  training,  low  vision 
training  as  it  relates  to  mobility  is  being  attempted  and  it  is 
expected  that  more  of  our  children  or  students  with  low  vision 
will  benefit  from  optimum  utilization  of  their  residual  vision. 

We  have  also  been  involved  in  working  out  proposals  to  the 
Government  for  the  future  development  of  mobility  services  in 
Hong  Kong.  We  discussed  the  present  condition  and  possible  strategy 
relating  to  instructor  training  and  support,  public  education, 
community  participation,  research,  etc.  We  believe  that  these 
proposals,  when  adopted,  will  have  far-reaching  effects  on  the 
mobility  services  enjoyed  by  our  visually  impaired  citizens.

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SOCIAL  WORKER'S  REPORT 

The  area  of  service  for  a social  worker  in  a residential  school  for 
visually  handicapped  children  included  in-take  process,  updating 
students'  files,  home  visits,  counselling  services  for  the  child  in 
the  school  setting  and  working  closely  with  teachers,  staff  and 
other  professional  persons  in  relation  to  the  child. 

During  the  last  semester,  five  children  wore  interviewed  and  three 
children  were  admitted  into  the  school.  Parent  contact,  home  visits 
and  school  tours  were  conducted.  The  new  students  and  parents 
were  very  ploassd  with  the  school  environment  and  setting  Hospital 
visits  were  paid  when  a child  was  admitted  in  order  to  help  him 
accept  and  understand  the  necessity  for  special  treatment,  hospital- 
ization and  surgery.  Parent  contact  and  home  visit  were  given  at 
the  same  time  to  give  appropriate  support. 

In  school,  the  worker  tried  to  establish  a warm  and  friendly 
relationship  with  the  children.  Once  a week,  the  worker  would  stay 
late  until  8.00  p.m.  Appropriate  counselling,  guidance  and 
assistance  were  given  to  the  children  in  terms  of  emotional  and 
behavioural  support.  Disciplining  was  given  when  necessary. 

Career  planning  and  assistance  were  given  to  the  potential  school 
leavers.  In  May,  1982,  the  worker  led  the  senior  form  students  to 
pay  a visit  to  the  Hong  Kong  Society  for  the  Blind  Vocational 
Training  Centre  and  had  a better  understanding  of  the  working 
field.  Besides  working  with  children,  the  worker  also  maintained 
a close  contact  with  school  staff  like  teachers,  matron,  housemothers 
and  programme  worker  Irregular  and  informal  meetings  were  held 
in  discussing  childrens'  behaviour  and  psychology.  Harmonious  working 
relationship  and  understanding  ware  established  at  the  same  time. 
Meanwhile,  the  worker  also  participated  in  the  voluntary  agency 
conferences  like,  ‘Sex  Education  for  the  Blind'  workshops  by 
the  Hong  Kong  Family  Planning  Association,  'Child  Payshiatry'  seminar 
by  the  Hong  Kong  Council  of  Social  Service  Other  activities 
included  visits  to  the  Hong  Kong  Society  for  the  Blind,  and 
integrated  school  visits.

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RELIGIOUS  LIFE  1981-1982 

The  Christian  education  in  our  school  is  highlighted  by  a number 
of  activities  from  which  many  of  our  students  greatly  benefit. 

Their  daily  life  is  constantly  enriched  by  gatherings  of  various 
kinds.

The  baptism  and  confirmation  class  is  conducted  by  a church  worker

We  greatly  appreciate  the  co-operation  of  this  church.  Members 
support  our  work  in  many  ways:  a Bible  teacher  takes  up  the 
responsibilities  for  the  Bible  lessons  during  school  time. 

Almost  all  of  our  regular  Sunday  Service  and  Holy  Communion 
are  being  lead  by  pastors  of  that  church.  Our  Youth  Fellowship 
is  inspired  by  young  Christians  from  the  same  church  The 
fellowship  committee  of  our  own  students  organises  a good 
variety  of  activities  like  Bible  discussion  groups,  devotional 
meetings,  prayer  meetings,  singing  or  lectures  about  religious 
matters . 

X also  want  to  convey  my  gratitude  to  those  teachers  who  share 
with  me  the  Monday  morning  worship.  Senior  students  help  me  in 
conducting  the  short  evening  services. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  observe  a group  of  students  spreading  the 
Gospel  among  their  school-mates.  A Christian  Summer  Camp  was 
held  during  the  sunmer  vacation  of  1981  on  the  initiative  of 
the  students  at  Ebenezer  with  the  assistance  of  some  volunteers. 

I would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  all 
volunteers  who  help  to  enrich  and  enlighten  the  task  in  this 
Christian  endeavour.  We  thank  God  for  his  continuous  guidance 
and  blessings.

Since  the  number  of  former  students  is  growing  from  year  to  year  and 
others  gradually  come  forward  who  have  been  students  long  ago,  I was 
forced  to  abandon  my  initial  plan  to  pay  one  visit  to  each  individual 
and  repeat  these  visits  as  time  permits  and  needs  arise.  I can  now 
only  keep  contact  in  an  irregular  way,  respond  to  requests  for 
visits  and  follow  up  particular  cases. 

Fortunately  the  majority  does  not  need  any  regular  visits.  Also  the 
self-help  organisations  of  the  blind  take  a great  part  in  attending 
to  specific  needs,  which  is  of  an  enormous  benefit  to  many  a blind 
person  and  family,  as  it  includes  encouragement  of  people  under  similar 
circumstances .

Adult  Edu cation  and  Special  Training : 


Wherever  possible  I try  to  encourage  former  scudonts  with  little  working 
skills  or  low  educational  standards  (in  spite  pf  their  capabilities) 
to  acquire  such  skills  or  standards,  to  take  up  adult  education 
classes  or  one  of  the  available  training  courses  for  the  blind.  This 
is  difficult  for  those  living  in  remote  places  as  facilities,  Braille 
material,  volunteers  are  not  easily  available.  In  such  cases  much 
assistance  needs  to  be  given  to  them. 

Escort  services  and  tutoring  for  children- 

Many  blind  people  find  it  extremely  difficult  to  attend  clinics  or 
other  vital  services  as  the  conditions  and  procedures  in  such  places 
are  often  complicated,  not  to  speak  of  the  time  involved.  A3  most  como 
from  lower  income  families  they  neither  have  relatives  who  could 
spare  so  much  time  with  them.  Apart  from  accompanying  them  when  the 
need  arises  I try  to  arrange  volunteer  services  in  such  cases. 

The  same  apDlies  for  blind  parents  with  kindergarten  and  school-age 
children.  Their  otherwise  bright  children  need  supervision  for 
writing  and  reading,  which  their  blind  parents  cannot  provide.  Again 
volunteers  must  come  to  their  aid. 

Former  Student's  Day 

This  day  had. a special  note  this  year  as  almost  all  teachers  of  our 
school  participated  in  the  afternoon  program.  They  gave  reports  and 
demonstrations  on  recent  developments  and  introduced  new  aids  and 
equipment  to  them  in  the  relevant  classrooms. 

Another  mum  appreciated  new  venue  was  the  free  service  of  the 
school's  ophthalmologist  adviser  Dr.  K.  C.  Chow  to  screen  interested 
people-'s  vision,  recommend  visual  aids  or  make  arrangements  for  extra 
consultations,  where  applicable. 

The  Worshipping  Service  wa3  led  by  Rev.  Peter  Chaw  from  the  Chinese 
Rhenish  Church  and  was  attended  by  the  great  majority  of  participating 
former  students. 

The  topic  of  the  day's  talk  was:  "How  to  prepare  and  maintain  a happy 
marriage’1,  a very  important  theme  for  our  present  society  with  it's 
many  forms  of  pressure  on  individuals  and  families.  Mrs.  Yvonne  Cheung, 
an  Education  Officer  of  the  Family  Planning  Association  and  Counselor  of 
the  Hong  Kong  Marriage  Guidance  Council  was  an  exceptional  suited 
speaker  on  that  topic.
